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Burning of the Steamer Stone- 
wall. 

The destruction of the steamer Stone- 
wall, with its priceless freight of human 
souls, illustrates the disregacd for human 
life characteristic of the age. Hardened, 
indeed. must be the soul that can read the 
thrilling description of that sad catastro- 
phe, without a shudder. The vessel was 
filled With hay, and the fire spread with 
great rapidity. There was gross and cul- 
pable negligence somewhere, in allowing, 
not only the vessel to be loaded with such 
intlammable material, and so unprotected as 
to catch, either from sparks from the chim- 
ney, or as alleged, from a candle used by 
deck hands. while playing atcards. Such 
criminal negligence calls for stringent leg- 
icfltive enactment to prevent the sacrifice 
of human life. Out of between 250 and 
260 persons, on board, only about forty 
are known to have escaped. Every wo- 
man (save one) and child on board perish- 
ed inthe flames. The fire broke out at 
half past six o’clock, on the evening of the 
27th, not far from Seely’s Landing, 125 
miles below St. Louis. Under the action 
of astrong wind, the fire resisted all at- 
tempts to smother it with blankets, and the 
passengers frenzied with fear, rushed to 
and fro with such irresistible force as to 
prevent those trying to play on the fire 
with the hose, from effecting anything. 
The scene wastruly appalling. Scores of 
men sprang into the water, only to sink to 
rise no more. 

The steamer was run on a gravel bar, 
but unfortunately at the end of the bar 
was a slough, in which the larger number 
were drowned. The steamer Belle Mem- 
phis reaclied the scene during the fire and 
picked up from the water all that are 
known to be saved, except sixteen saved by 
agentieman in askiff. The lady that was 
saved, was carried ashore by a gentleman 
from Paducah, Ky. Every conceivable 
object was tlirown into the water, and 
grasped, by the terror-stricken passengers, 
and many who reached the shore died soon 
after from burns and exposure. Many 
were carried down the stream, clinging to 
spars.

million dollars ($20,000,000.) Of this amount 
the loyal States and Territories assumed 
their respective quotas, and paid in the 
same in their own way to the Government, 
except the State of Delaware. which State 
did not assume the payment of the tax, but 
it has nearly all been connected by the In- 
ternal Revenue officers. 

The insurrectionary States were permit- 
ted by act of August 5, 1865, to pursue the 
same course the loyal States had pursued 


{and assume the payment of their respective 


quotas of this tax, but none of them avail- 
ing themselves of the opportunity, it be- 
came necessary to appoint commissioners 
to collect it. And the act of June 7th, 1862, 
provided for the collection of this tax in tne 
insurrectionary States by levying upon the 
lands thereof, upon which the tax became 
a licn until it was paid, each tract or piece 
being charged separately with the tax ap- 
portioned and set against it. In several of 
the States a considerable amount of land 
became forfeited on account of the non- 

ayment of the direct tax, and the titles 

ecame vested in the United States. Most 
of the lands so forfeited have never been 
redeemed. and are still owned by the 
United States. 

In several of the States also land have 
been acquired and are still owned by the 
United States, having been bid in by the 
tax commissioner at the direct tax sales. in 
accordance with the provisions of the act 
of June 7th.

A Texas Ranger Springing upon 
the Tiger—Flooring the ‘Beast— 
The Ranger Loaded with Blue 
Checks, Pocketing over’ three 
thousand dollars, Drawing a 
Six-shooter, and taking French 
Leave. : 

No. 564 Broadway is a two-story build- 
ing. The basement was used asa free con- 
eert salvon, the ground floor is used asa 
drinking saloon, and the second for an 
open game of faro, where a motley crowd, 
who tight the dangerous tiger during the 
duy atl7 Ann street, assemble around a 
dingy table to resume operations for the 
nigiit. It is not a snap game. asa prover- 
bial cheat game is called; yet if a cuuntry- 
man with a flush purse comes along, the 
regulars, who pass their lives around the 
table, disappear until he is relieved of his 
funds by a few deals of stocked cards, 
when they re-appear and keep up the play 
until morning. 

A few nights since there lounged into 
the gambling room. Capt. Foster, many 
years ago a Texan ranger. He isa man 
thirty-six years of age. but ge nce to be 
scarcely twenty-five. He was dressed in a 
style half Mexican and half American. 
He could not have appeared more verdant 
had he been just from an Onondaga coun- 
ty farm. Hecame hereto purchase arms 
for a revolutionary faction of the State of 
Tamaulipas, Mexico, and carried $3),000 in 
the larger denominations of greenbacks. 
He walked around the table, where eight 
or ten gamblers were rattling their ivory 
checks, and in an easy manner fell into a 
chair atthe left hand of the dealer. Ina 
careless way he asked them if they did not 
play monte. The dealer, of course, said 
* No,” when Capt. Foster showed his fat 
roll of currency. He selected a hundred 
dollar note and passed it in for $2 50 chips. 
He laid them down in aclumsy manner 
generally. dragging each stack over the 
table, and took his own time to placethem 
in order. He asked a question now and 
then regarding the way to bet, and as luck 
would run he won, won until he was paid 
in $5, then higher up in $25 chips. In less 
than an hour he had $2,200 before him in 
$25 blue ivory chips. 

The bank showed no little alarm, and by 

a wink the players one by one began to. 

leave their seats. Not acting as though he} 

noticed what was passing, Capt. Foster 
gave them four stacks of $25 chips, and re- 
ceived $2,000 inexchance. There remained 
only the **callturn” in the box—a king, 
deuce, and five-spot. He laid $200 in chips 
on the king, calling from that to the five- 
spot. It was beyond the “limit” allowed 
by the bank, yet as they had lost heavily, 
they decided to let it stand. The cards 
were pulled, and king out deuce showed on 
top. Four to one was paid, making another

which Capt. Foster handed in his two full 
stacks of $55 chips, and was paid $1,000. 
The new and “stacked ” deal started. The 
Captain*had an odd four chips; one after 
the other was picked up by the dealer, un- 
til the four were lost, as would have been 
all the money he could have laid down. 
The dealer hesitated for the Captain to pass 
in more money. He hesitated also, when 
he was asked if he did not mean to play 
more. He replied by picking at his vest 
pocket, pulling out some stamps, and say- 
ing. “ I will take a twenty-five cent chip.”
